Lewis Case Takes Precedence, 

“It was at about this time that the 
Lewis matter came up,’’ Baumhoff said. 
“Then everything was put aside to push 
the Lewis case and each faction seem- 
ed to want to gain/an advantage over 
the other by developing something in- 
jurious to Lewis to gain an advantage 
for that faction with the powers high- 
er up.”’ 4 

Baumhoff left the postal service soon 
after the Lewis investigations began. 

Eugene Stinde, a stockholder in some 
Lewis companies and one of the federal 
grand jurors who returned the pending 
indictments against Lewis, was a wit- 
ness before the committee. He testi- 
fied that he was the juror who attempt- 
ed to make a statement to Federal Judge 
Trieber concerning the indictment and 
was told that “if he wanted to make 
@ speech he had better hire a hall.” 

He refused on advise of counsel to 
tell of the doings in the grand jury 
room, saying that his oath compelled 
secrecy. He said he was willing io 
testify if the’ committee could absolye

~ FIRE-AT HEINE 


Tried-to Help Boy, but Was Or- 
dered to Flee, Van Arx 
Tells Court. 


TWO TELL OF QUARREL 


Started in Saloon Where Men 
Were Separated—Victim Lived 
More Than a Year. 


Victor A. -Van Arx, proprietor of a 
garage and repair shop, and companion 
of John H. Perry, a wealthy mine own- 
er, on trial for the murder of Joseph 
Heine, a chauffeur; gave a  detajled 
story on the witness stand Friday 
morning of the events he witnessed on 
the night of the killing. 

Mrs. Perry, not more than a mere 
girl and said te be the sixth wife of the 
accused, with her baby in arms, was 
not in the gourtroom. Her husband said 
the child was ill and had to be kept at 
home. 

Thursday afternoon the child cried fre- 
quently in court. At cacu outburst the 
defendant turned in his chair and looked 


unxiously toward the wife’ and child. 
Heine’s father and mother were there 
all Friday morning, as they were Thurs- 
day. 

Van Arx Saw Shots Fired. 

Van Arx said he and Perry had been 
out in his auto nearly the whole day 
before the killing. While the mine own- 
er and Heine.were in Kichard (imp- 
bell’s saloon, where the quarrel is said 
to have taken place, Van Arx said he 
Was getting his supper in a nearby res- 
taurant. 

At about 6:30 o’clock, he said. he drove 
the car from Olive street into Vandeven- 
ter avenus and was headed south when 
he saw Perry and Alva C. Jones standing 
in the doorway of a candy store, severai 
doors from the saloon. Heine came out 
of the saloon, he said, and Jones went 
up to talk to him. 

Because of.the noise of his motor Von 
Arx said he could not understand what 
the men were saying. They were #tand- 
ing half way between the candy store 
and the saloon. He saw Heine jerk 
away from Jones and then heard two 
shots. He looked at Perry and saw him 
holding a revolver. Heine exclaimed, 
“TIT am shot!’ 

Von Arx says he climbed out of the 


| machine, but says Perry came up and 


ordered him back into it, climbed in be- 
side him and told him to “beat it; get 
away from here.” 

Asked Perry to Go Back” 

“We went south on Vandeventer,” the 
witness said, “at great speed. When 
we had gotten a block I said to Perry: 
‘Why don’t you go back there? If 
you've got any heart in you at all you 
would go back and see if you hurt the 
boy or not and offer some assistance.”’ 

“T didn’t get any reply until we had 
gone a block. Then Perry said: ‘Let's 
go back there and see.’ When we got 
there we found Heine had been carried 
into a restaurant. There.was a big 
crowd. Perry walked in and looked at 
| Heine and then left.”’ 

On cross-examination Jeptha D. Howe, 
Perry’s attorney, attempted to point out 
inconsistencies between “his story and 
Van Arx’s testimony at the preliminary 
examination. 

Richard M. Campbell, proprietor of 
the saloon where the incidents leading 
to the shooting occurred, and Alva C. 
Jones, a chauffeur-mechani@ian, were 
the only witnesses examined Thursday 
afternoon. They told of Perry and 
Heine, seemingly on good terms, drink- 
ing together in the saloon at 510 North 
Vandeventer avenue shortly after 6 p.

‘HARD FOR THE TWO 
BlG CONVENTIONS 


Vigorous Campaign to Be Started 
to Get Democratic and Re- 
publican Meetings Here. 


— 


BALTIMORE IS A_ RIVAL 


Expenses to Be Paid—Democra- 
tic Most Desired, Because of 
Lively Time Expected. 


Within a week the Business Meh’s 
League will inaugurate a vigorous 
campaign to get both the Democratic 
and Republican -National Conventions 
next year. The Republican National 
Committee will meet at Washington, 
Dec, 12, to agree upon the time and 
place for the next convention, and the 
Democratic Committee will meet. at 
Washington, Jan. 8 for the same pur- 
pose. 

The Business Men’s League’s Execu- 
tive Committee will hold a special] meet- 
ing to appoint special committee to at- 
tend the meetings of both national com- 
mittees to present a propositon from St. 
Louis. The league will offer a free con- 
vention hall, probably the Coliseum, pay 
the expenses of the National Committee, 
and such other reasonable expenses as 
the league deems advisable. 

It cost the Business Men's League $60,- 
000 to get the. Democratic convention in 
1908, «and $60,000 to get the Republican 
convention in 189. In St. Loufs the 
money for the conventions has always 
been paid by thé business men, bit in 
Chicago the money is raised by politi- 
clans by assessing office holders. 

Baltimore is in the field for the Demo- 
cratic convention and is trying to raise 
a fund of $100,000. It has not succeeded 
in getting subscriptions for more than 
$50,000, and St. Louis business men think 
it cannot get much above that figure. 

While the Business Men's League is 
eager to get both the Democratic and 
Republican conventions, it is generally 
believed by politicians that the Demo- 
cratic convention would be more val- 
uable to the city. The Republican on- 
vention is likely to De a mere ratifica- 
tion affair to renominate President Taft, 
according to the present outlook, / while 
the Democratic convention pramises -to 
deValop a spirited contest among candi- 
dates for the presidential nomination, 
and thereby attract unusual interest. 
‘The league sent letters to all members 
of both committees some timé ago no- 
ufying them that St. Louis would bid 
for both conventions.

Synge, Sudermann and Schnitz- 
ler Cleverly Interpreted at 
Artist’s Guild. 


DARING RANGE OF TASK 


But, for Love of Its Performance, 
St. Louis Amateurs Reveal 
Their Best. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
HE Players’ Club submitted its cre- 
T dentials to a thoughtfully inter- 
ested audience that filled the audi- 
torium of' the Artists’ Guild House last 
night, winning the validating stamp of 

' critical approval. 

This new organization. takes itself 
very seriously, as Miss Alice Martin de- 
clared in a little curtain speech before 





the performance began, and, daring 
{much in its choice of the most ad- 
— works of the modern schoo! in 
drama, may occasionally indulge in ex- 
planation, but never in apology: 

It is frankly unafraid, seeing no rea- 
son for timorousness in art. 

And it is distinctly clever. 

This truth was made evident in its 
presentation of the three Httle plays 
constituting its premiere program. 

The first of these playlets was Synge’s 
“In the Shadow: of the Glilen,”’ a gray 
little drama of Trish peasant life that 
Las a curious blend of lonely dreamful- 
Less, primitive passion and a/‘sort of 


‘| half-cynicai racial mysticism throughout 


its entire texture. It’s a baffling noc- 
turne of lowly Fate weaving a somber 
fabric of human life in solitude, and, 
therefore,. must needs be played with a 
touch of poetic insight not by any 
means a common possession. 

It was so played, especially by Mrs. 
George Gellhorn in the role of Nora 
PRurke, the young and man-loving wife 
of old Daniel Burke of the glen, and by 
Mr, Hugh- Ferris as The Tramp, the 
free-souled wanderer of the moors with 
whom, gladly, Nora Burke went out 
into the Hagar-like exile of her unloved 
husband's decreeing. 

Mrs. Gellhorn has a genuine gift for 
effective repression in the art of act- 
ing, @ movingly emotional voice, a 
countenance that lends itself finely to 
the utterance of unspoken thought in 
the varying sweep of moods that are 
intensified by remote Iiiving. Mr. Fer- 
ris realized with surprising power the 
strange figure of the storm-beaten vag- 
abond whose poet-soul so insistently 
pointed out to its wormean-mate the 
beauty and the joy of life that exists 
in spite of all storms. Of lesser im- 
portance, but excellently. played, were 
the old Dan Burke of Mr. Percy Wer- 
ner’s portrayal and The Herd of young 
Mr. Thomas Furlong’s drawing. 

The second play of the evening, the 
“Margot” of Sudermann's writing, was 
somewhat marred by the inability of 
Mr. Harry King Tootle to “get into 
the skin” of Herr Ebeling, a very indi- 
vidual and peculiarly interesting role 
when appreciatively developed. Mr. 
Tootle at all times was the tyro player 
“reciting’’ his lines, not the character 
itself living its own life. Sudermann’s, 
of all people, may not be played in‘ this 
manner -without disaster—and this is 
what befell the playing of Ebeling last 
night. . 

Miss Zoe Akins was singularly 
courageous in her playing of the part 
of Margot the unmoral, a psycholog- 
ical study so frankly relentless that 
it seems like rome repellant kind of 
surgical operation pefformed on the 
human soul. Miss Akins fell into the 
error of wiaking Margot a trifle too 
much of the ingenue at times, but 
there were other moments. when her. 
ereative touch in character was sin- 
cerely true, crusing the figure of her 
drawing to stand out with notable 
lifelikeness. } 

Mrs. George 8. Johns played the 
role 2f Frau von Ywurg, mother of 
Margot, with much ease and dignity, 
revealing particularly, at most mo- 
ments, a proper unconsciousness of 
herself and her audience rarely en- 
countered in the work of the amateur 
player. Mr. Clarence Stratton as Von 


4 Tietz was fairly satisfying, and Mr. 


Preston Lockwood as Bonath acquit- 
ted himself creditably. 

The third. play ef the night, Arthur. 
Schnitaler’s clever little superficial 
comedy, “The Farewell Supper,” one

One exuberant broker 
predicted:

a third term fight.” 

The effect of the Colonel's views was 
reflected in the trading on the Stock 
Exchange. Steel common went up 2 
points. Other speculative stocks were 
firm and bouyant, showing a stronger 
tone than for several days. 

Members of the Stock Exchange ex- 
pressed the opinion that the editorial 
Was an opening gun in a campaigr 
against Taft and his administration, a 
declaration to the country in fact, that 
the President had muddled things and 
must now.take a.back seat while the 
Colénel. himself takes the reins and 
straightens out the ‘tangle. 

Henry Clews expressed the views of 


a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“A good many people will probably 
jump to the conclusion that the article 
in the Outlook is an advance declara- 
tion on the part of the Colonel that 
he will endeavor to prevent the Repub- 
lican national convention from renomi- 
nating President Taft. What this coun-

night in New York. Its record is stiil 
the mark at which football elevens have 
been shooting for 20 years, and its per- 
formance makes the efforts of latter 
day college machines seem puertle.
